Black  Light 
Will  be 
Seen  Monday 

Intriguing  "Magic  of  Black 
Light,”  the  subject  of  scientific 
research  for  2000  years,  will  be 
discussed  by  Dr.  H.  T.  Plumb, 
electrical  engineer,  in  a public 
demonstration  Monday  at  8 p.m. 
in  - College  hall,  it  was  revealed 
by  Dr.  Carl  F.  Eyring,  dean  of 
the  college  of  arts  and  sciences. 
Dr.  Plumb’s  lecture  will  be  pre- 
sented by  the  university  physics 
department. 

Using  expensive  equipment  of 
the  latest  and  most  scientific 
model  available,  ,Dr.  Plumb  will 
demonstrate  ultra-violet  and  in- 
fra-red light  rays,  fluorescence,  | 
phosphorescence  and  other  startl- 
ing principles  of  light  which  have 
aroused  much  interest  but  of 
Which  little  is  generally  known. 
The  ridden  beauties  of  invisible 
"black  light”  will  be  revealed. 

The  many  experiments  are  not 
only  intensely  interesting,  for  Dr. 
Plumb  has  the  rare  faculty  of 
making  complicated  science  sim- 
ple and  understandable,  but  tney 
are  instructive  and  profitable  to 
all.  They  are  especially  valuable 
to  physicians,  dentists,  nurses, 
geologists  and  mining  engineers, 
advised  Dr.  Eyring.

Dr.  Hansen  .Gives 
Devotional  Talk 

"If  we  as  products  of  the 
twentieth  century  carry  out  into 
the  world  with  its  expanding  con- 
cepts too  narrow  a concept  of 
God,  our  concept  may  not  stand 
• the  strain,  but  if  we  carry  out  a 
large  and  broad  enough  concept, 
wc  will  be  able  to  sec  farther  and 
our  faith  in  God  will  increase,” 
declared  Dr.  George  H.  Hansen 
in  the  devotional  period  Monday 
in  College  hall. 

Dr.  Hansen  reviewed  the  vari- 
ous concepts  from  the  early 
times  to  the  present  which  have 
attempted  to  explain  this  physi- 
cal universe.  He  began  with  the 
concept  'held  by  the  Babylonians 
2500  B.C.  and  reviewed  the  ideas 
held  by  the  Egyptians,  Greeks, 
and  scientists  of  European  coun- 
tries up  until  the  present  time  and 
showed  how  theological  concepts 
of  the  universe  have  conflicted 
with  scientific  concepts  at  vari- 
ous times  with  the  result  that 
faith  in  God  has  often  been  de- 
stroyed. 

"In  the  early  days  people 
feared  natural  law  that  if  these 
laws  Were  discovered,  it  would  do 
away  with  God,”  he  said. 

"We  today  must  allow  our 
ideas  of  God  to  expand  to  allow 
Him  to  serve  as  the  author  and 
creator  of  this  universe,  for  if  we 
carrav  out  into  tihe  world  too 
small  a conception  of  God,  it 
will  not  stand  the  test,”  he  aver- 
red.

This  is  the  first  exchange 
arrangement  which  has  been 
made  by  B.  Y.  U.  with  a large 
eastern  university. 

Professor  Jackman  is  an  ex- 
pert in  educational  and  vocation- 
al guidance  and  curriculum.  Be- 
sides his  work  at  Main,  he  has 
served  as  director  of  the  demon- 
stration high  school  of  the  West 
Virginia  university  summer  ses- 
sion for  three  summers.  Later 
he  was  fellow  in  guidance  in  the 
Bureau  of  Guidance  and  Rec- 
ords of  the  University  of  Wis- 
consin and  director  of  Guidance 
for  the  city  of  Manitowoc.  Wis. 
He  has  been  praised  for  his  pro- 
gressive educational  principles, 
says  Lambert. 

An  authority  in  elementary  ed- 
ucation is  being  selected  to  aug- 
ment the  visiting  instructors  in 
the  summer  session.  The  first 
term  will  commence  June  10  and 
end  July  19.  The  Alpine  term  will 
follow  from  July  22  to  August 
24.

Szigeti  has  played  with  every 
orchestra  in  the  East  and  Mid- 
dle West,  in  one  season  having 
had  the  distinction  of  being  re- 
engaged by  both  the  Philadelphia 
and  New  York  Philharmonic- 
Symphony  Orchestras. 

Outside  of  his  career,  Szigeti’s 
hobbies  are  books  and  pictures, 
playing  chamber  music  with  his 
confreres,  and  his  daughter,  Ir- 
ene. “An  artist,”  he  says,  “can 
learn  a great  deal  from  a child, 
from  its  unspoiled  outlook,  its 
lack  of  prejudices  in  values,  its 
truthfulness.”

Shaw,  acting  director  of  the  ex- 
tension division.  With  the  ap- 
plication came  a communication 
from  Dr.  Franklin  S.  Harris, 
president  of  B.Y.U.,  who  is  on 
leave  of  absence  this  year  while 
reorganizing  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  for  the  Iranian  gov- 
ernment. 

Dr.  Harris  explained  that  Mi. 
Mahmoudy.  who  is  employed  by 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  in 
Teheran,  is  unable  to  buy  for- 
eign exchange  at  this  time  in  Ir- 
an. Consequently,  he  will  give  to 
Dr.  Harris  a rug  equivalent  to 
i the  value  of  registration  fees,  and 
the  B.Y.U.  president  will  settle 


the  account  when  he  returns  to 
resume  his  duties  at  the  univer- 
sity. 

The  course  in  which  the  Per- 
sian.student  will  register  is  Eco- 
nomics 1,  and  includes  a general 
survey  of  industrial  society,  its 
structure,  its  institutions,  and  its 
operation.  The  course  carries  five 
hours  credit,  and  consists  of 
twenty-  five  lessons  which  will 
be  “recited”  by  mail  to  Profes- 
sor Elmer  Miller,  chairman  of 
the  B.Y.U.  department  of  eco- 
nomics. 

Due  to  the  great  distance  and 
length  of  time  involved  in  trans- 
mitting lessons  and  answers  sev- 
eral lessons  at  once  will  be  dis- 
patched to  the  new  student,  ac- 
cording to  Mary  Smeath,  secre- 
tary of  the  home  study  bureau 
of  the  extension  division.  The 
text  book  for  the  course  also  will 
be  sent  by  mail  from  Provo.

Working  Your  Way  Through  College 

It’s  the  old  American  myth — “you  get  more  out  of  col- 
lege working  your  way  through” — perpetuated  by  those  who 
have  not  had  the  “privilege”  of  so  doing,  and  who  wish  that 
they  might  have  been  afforded  such  a privilege.  While  en- 
vying modern  youth  for  its  wealth  of  problems  to  solve,  for 
its  aggressive  determination  to  rise  above  these  problems, 
for  its  ability  to  rule  out  the  economic  factor  in  appreciating 
life,  these  wealthier  people  in  reality  offer  a weak  rationali- 
zation for  their  selfishness. 

Extremes  of  any  sort  are  to  be  avoided.  This  is  doubly 
true  in  this  case.  To  give  a student  unlimited  finances,  a 
snap  course,  and  a go  ahead  signal  would  be  folly.  On  the 
other  hand,  maintaining  that  the  development  of  a student  is 
proportional  to  the  amount  of  suffering  and  deprivation  he 
undergoes  is  the  other  extreme.  Somewhere  between  these 
extremes  a golden  mean  may  be  found  which  is  characterized 
by  a greater  development  on  the  scholastic  and  cultural  level, 
and  less  on  the  real  life  level.  Life  itself  is,  after  all,  a uni- 
versity of  hard  knocks.  Why  must  formal  university  train- 
ing be  part  of  the  grim  reality  in  life.  The  theory  that  men 
cannot  have  and  appreciate  things  is  childish.  It  puts  ap- 
preciation on  the  level  of  wishful  thinking. 

Empirical  studies  on  this  philosophy  of  appreciation  are 
often  cited.  Students  who  work  their  way  through  college 
have  better  grades,  “amount  to  more,”  and  are  more  confi- 
dent than  subsidized  students.  Self-made  men  like  Lincoln 
are  held  up  as  the  example.  Yet  no  one  in  his  right  mind 
would  suggest  thath  the  nation  create  its  leadership  from 
unions  of  illiterate  mothers  and  drunken  fathers,  who  edu- 
cate their  children  in  backwood  schoolhouses. 

Taken  to  its  logical  conclusion,  such  is  the  proposal  of 
the  “get-it-the-hard-way”  school. 

Not  infrequently  groups  of  students  who  have  done  it 
the  hard  way  become  cynical  and  radical.  They  lose  faith  in 
human  nature.  They  observe  the  differences  between  preach- 
ments and  practices;  the  holier  than  thou  halo  about  the 
self-made  man  is  destroyed,  and  the  group  becomes  a fruit- 
ful field  of  harvest  for  radical  organizers. 

Modern  America  does  not  threaten  such  a procedure. 
However,  the  existence  of  a radical  Youth  Congress  does 
show  a trend  that  the  old  timers  might  well  notice.

Dear  Editor, 

The  assignment  was  made  and,  as  if  to  justify  the  length 
of  it,  the  instructor  continued,  “Remember  now,  you  owe  me 
two  hours.”  Now  the  way  I understand  it  this  idea  of  two 
hours  study  is  nearly  an  arbitrary  estimate  of  the  amount  of 
time  the  average  student  will  spend  in  preparing  an  average 
assignment  for  each  hour  of  college  work.  Surely  they  do  not  reason 
that  all  assignments  should  take  the  same  amount  of  time.  And  truth- 
fully, in  the  final  analysis,  shouldn’t  the  student  be  a pretty  good 
judge  of  the  amount  of  itime  he  should  spend  in  preparation?  Couldn’t 
these  budget  fixing  instructors  spend  their  time  more  advantageously 
in  determining  the  worth  of  the  material  rather  than  the  amount  of 
time  to  be  used  in  preparation 

Granting,  for  the  sake  of  argument,  that  we  do  owe  each  of  our 
instructors  two  hours  time  I am  forced  to  reflect  on  the  question, 
“What  do  they  owe  us?”  Granting,  further,  that  mine  is  an  aver- 
age case  we  arrive  at  the  following  approximations: 

Expenses  at  the  B.  Y.  U.  for  one  year  $400.00  .

I do  not  wish  to  seem  critical 
but  I do  feel  that  teachers  do 
not  always  realize  how  vast  their 
responsibility  to  the  student  is.

A goodly  portion,  of  the 
time  in  some  classes  is  spent  in 
calling  the  roll.  Sometimes  we 
spend  our  hard  earned  cash  for 
nothing  more  than  prejudiced 
teacher  opinion.  Not  infrequent- 
ly we  get  $2.80  worth  of  obsolete 
material  from  an  antiquated 
(1932  ed.)  text.  And  at  times  we 
are  forced  to  spend  the  hour  lis- 
tening to  some  student  mumble 
over  some  report  that  he  himself 
isn’t  the  least  bit  interested  in. 
These  things  we  are  forced  to 
accept  in  a docile  and  passive 
manner  in  the  interest  of  progres- 
sive education.

But, 
on  the  other  hand,  perhaps  there 
are  a few  who  are  here  with  an* 
earnest  and  heartfelt  desire  to 
succeed,  who  don’t  have  to  be 
threatened  to  get  them  to  work. 
There  may  even  be  a few  who 
are  a bit  resentful  when  they 
leave  the  lecture  room  of  a re- 
quired subject  with  their  pockets 
lighter  by  about  $2.80  and  very 
little  in  the  way  of  remunera- 
tion in  their  heads.
